DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to amendment filed on 09/01/09. Regarding tine 
amendment, claims 1-4, 19-22 are cancelled, claims 5-18 are present for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 5-18 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the record of 
prior art by itself or in combination with other references does not show a system having 
an electric motor for a vehicle that supplies a driving force for the vehicle by rotating a 
rotating shaft, roller bearings that rotatably support the rotating shaft, a housing that 
supports the roller bearings, a circular-shaped member that creates an oil film between 
at least one of the roller bearings and the housing, an oil pump that supplies oil to the 
circular-shaped member, wherein the oil pump being configured and arranged to 
increase the supply of the oil when the rotating shaft rotates at a relatively high 
rotational velocity, and a control element that controls the supply of the oil and 
increases the supply when the rotational velocity of the rotating shaft is at least a 
threshold rotating value and a load on the rotating shaft is a threshold loading value or 
lower, a reduction gearing which transmits the driving torque of the electric motor for a 
vehicle to a set of driving wheels, and a case which contains the reduction gear and 
connects an end of the rotating shaft that is adjacent to the circular-shaped member to 
the reduction gear and discharges the oil into the case regarding to claims 10 and 18.
